Harbor islands’ beauty is 
exhibited at BSA 


Boston has a hidden treasure within view of its water- 
front. Ridiculed for years for its “muddy waters”, 
Boston Harbor has been cleaned and we are just 
beginning to discover the variety of educational and 
recreational opportunities offered by the 34 islands in 
our harbor. 


Congress established the Boston Harbor Islands 
National Park Area in 1996 as our newest national 
park. It is unique in that the islands are owned and 
administered by nearly a dozen federal, state, 
municipal and private agencies and organizations. 
This challenging reality prompted Congress to cre- 
ate a 14-member Boston Harbor Islands Partnership 
to draw up a management plan for island uses and 
to fund operations. The National Park Service over- 
sees operations and the non-profit Island Alliance 


raises and manages the funds. The Partnership is 
supported by a 28-member advisory council repre- 
senting the various interest groups. 


One of those advisory council members — archi- 
tect/ photographer Sherman “Pat” Morss, Jr. ALA — 
has been photographing the islands at every oppor- 
tunity, He notes that he had access to all of the 
islands (except a rock or two) by taking public fer- 
ries or accompanying researchers who are inventory- 
ing the national and cultural resources of the 
islands. An exhibit of some of Morss’ 1,200 photo- 
graphs will be on display in The Architects Building 
from January 6 through February 21. 


A special reception is scheduled for January 14 at 
5:00 pm and everyone who is ready to be stunned by 
beautiful photographs of our islands is invited to join 
us. 


Do you want federal work? 


Over the last few years, the U.S. General Services 
Administration (GSA) has been working hard to 
improve the way architects are selected for federal 
projects and to elevate the quality of federal design 
work. This year, for the first time, three federal proj- 
ects (designed by Morphosis) were exhibited at the 
Venice Biennale and the O’Connor Federal 
Courthouse in Phoenix (designed by Richard Meier 
& Partners) was recently cited as one of the five best 
buildings of the new millennium. 


As the builder for the federal civilian government, the 
GSA developed the Design Excellence Program to 
simplify the way it selects architects and engineers for 
new and major renovation projects and also to open 
up opportunities for emerging design talent at both 
small and large firms; the GSA is encouraging these 
and other design professionals to pursue the new 
courthouses, border stations, large-scale renovations, 
and other federal contracts. 


On February 7, Casey Jones (from the GSA Office of 
the Chief Architect in Washington) and Thomas 
Mailander (director of the GSA’s New England

EF 3.0 Plus Release 2! 


The recently launched AIA Contract Documents 
Electronic Format 3.0 Plus has already been improved 
with a new release available for downloading by any 
current EF user. 


The improvements are based on suggestions received 
in the past few months from early users of EF 3.0 
Plus.

Fee-bidding is short-sighted 


The following is excerpted from Negotiating Strategies, 
the national newsletter published by Strogoff Consulting in 
California (www.strogoftconsulting.com ). 


“_..[In] any economy, the basic tenets of negotiating 
appropriate fees remain the same. You must illustrate 
value, convey how your firm differs from the competi- 
tion, explain the scope of services and effort required, 
and discuss the benefits your clients will realize. While 
a design professional's first inclination in a buyers’ 
market might be to lower fees, this is only one of sev- 
eral strategies available for competing in a tough econ- 
omy. Unless your firm has substantial cash reserves or 
finds ways of delivering its services less expensively, 
lowering fees is short-sighted and may place your firm 
in a precarious financial position. 


“Instead, illustrate ways of lowering construction and 
operational costs, making buildings more efficient, 
specifying less costly materials, expediting agency 
reviews or otherwise achieving clients’ objectives. Ifa 
prospective client still compares your fees to those of 
less expensive firms, try this strategy. First, acknowl- 
edge to the prospective client that, yes, there are less 
expensive [design professionals] willing to take com- 
missions with low fees. Then convey that your firm 
has made a deliberate choice not to compete based on 
price. Tell [clients] that to do so would prevent you 
from providing the depth and quality of services that 
are in your clients’ best interest. Further, explain that 
matching some of your competitors’ low fees would 
keep your firm from retaining the brightest and most 
creative [designers] or providing the level of quality 
control upon which your firm built its reputation. 
Once prospects understand these reasons, most will 
reconsider basing their selection primarily on price. 
And consistently reiterating your choice not to com- 
pete based on price could reinforce your firm’s image 
as a leading [provider of high-quality service]. 


In the same issue of that newsletter, the publisher notes 
that “clients gain more respect for design professionals who 
are diligent in their negotiations than those who are too 
quick to accept clients’ proposals” and that designers “who 
lack confidence make more concessions negotiating with 
themselves than with the other party.”

Who should get credit for 
design work ? 


In the past decade, a dozen major decisions on cases 
brought before the AIA National Ethics Council fo- 
cused on the issue of taking or giving appropriate 
credit for design work. 


The BSA has assembled a full package of informa- 
tion that includes the AIA Code of Ethics and all of 
the written decisions and advisory opinions issued by 
the Ethics Council on issues such as inaccurate attri- 
bution of credit and the failure to give credit, un- 
compensated design services, referral fees and con- 
flicts of interest, misrepresentation of qualifications, 
the withholding of photographs and other material 
from former employees, negligent interpretation of 
zoning regulations, endorsements and conflicts of in- 
terest, employment discrimination based on gender, 
supplanting, the failure to get clients’ consents to de- 
sign changes, the use of other architects’ drawings, 
manufacturers’ indemnifications and conflicts of in- 
terest, the failure to report employees’ lies or mis- 
statements of qualifications, etc.

New models of design practice 
are described 


At Build Boston in November, one of the most 
provocative sessions was the two-part presentation by 
Kyle Davy AIA of the research on design practice 
being done by the Advanced Management Institute 
for Architecture and Engineering (AMI) in San 
Francisco. 


Davy’s presentation was based on “Discovery: A 
Search for New Models of Practice”, the September 
2001 report on AMI’s research into the way design 
firms function. Co-authored by Susan Harris Ph.D.., 
an AMI senior fellow specializing in organizational 
development and training, the report describes current 
“antiquated” business models for design firms, playing 
catch-up in the “knowledge economy’, creating value 
rather than selling hours, collaboration and transfor- 
mation, the evolutionary role of technology, and “the 
new ecology” of design firms.

Dialogue V: 
Diversity in our profession 


Why is the architecture profession so slow to reflect 
the diversity of the public we serve...and what can we 
do about it? 


According to the AIA, 11% of our members through- 
out the nation are women, 3% are Asian-American, 
2% are Latino, and less than 1% are African- 
American. The voices of huge segments of our society 
clearly are not being heard in architectural education 
and discourse, in the field, at meetings, at the design 
table and in planning, preserving, growing and 
improving our cities. 


These issues were the focus last September of a special 
joint meeting of the BSA’s Young Professionals 
Advisory Council and the BSA’s Women in Design 
Network. Many young women said they did not feel 
they faced discrimination on the job, either in firms 
or at constructions sites. So why is the attrition rate 
for women in architecture higher than for men at 
every stage of the profession? Does the picture change 
at the upper levels of experience? For women, is hay- 
ing a family on a collision course with a demanding 
architectural career of unpredictable deadlines and 
overtime? A woman at my graduate school once stood 
up at a school-wide meeting and said that to be poor 
at this school was to be a minority. She was absolutely 
right. For both women and minorities, is the concept 
of becoming an architect not on the radar screen 
when making career choices? For minorities, is the 
equation of an expensive graduate education with a 
low pay-scale at the end untenable? 


Perhaps the national AIA Diversity Committee could 
sponsor programs that would pay for architectural 
graduate education in return for public service in rural 
or inner-city communities. Perhaps there can be a 
greater national push to introduce architecture as a 
profession to college-age minority students. At the 
same time, the “education culture” of architecture 
schools and the “corporate culture” of practice and 
professional organizations must include, respond to, 
and celebrate women and minorities, and work to 
remove a lingering feeling of not belonging. 


We need to continue to discuss these issues, to find 
solutions together so that the diversity of our clients is 
mirrored in the diversity of our profession. Our query 
this month then, is: What are the causes of the lack 
of diversity in our profession and what can we do 
to shape a more diverse architecture profession in 
the future?

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Members adopt $3.1-million BSA operating budget 


At the BSA Annual Meeting last month, members 
voted to adopt a Board-proposed operating budget of 
approximately $3.1 million for this fiscal year.

A. the renewed services of our legislative advisor and 
our public relations consultants retained to 
enhance architects’ impacts on public policy and 
wider public appreciation of the impact of design 
on our lives; 


A the enhancement of programs and services that 
address the needs of young designers with 
emphasis on career services, the Young Designers 
Professional Development Institute, and the 
Young Professionals Advisory Council; 


A the continuing investment in the Civic Initiative 
for a Liveable New England as a means of pro- 
moting smart growth and the expansion of 
Learning By Design in Massachusetts, the BSA’s 
in-school training program for teachers and 
schoolchildren;

BSA president David Dixon FAIA reports regularly in 
this column on the work of the BSA Board of Directors 


A The BSA’s public relations efforts have been 
greatly enhanced in recent months with the devel- 
opment of a new relationship with the public rela- 
tions consortium of Polaris and Bachrach & Co. 
Public relations wizard Karen Schwartzman, found- 
ing principal of Polaris, joined forces with BSA leg- 
islative advisor George Bachrach to serve as the 
BSA’s new public relations counsel. The effort is 
focused on elevating public awareness of the impact 
of design on our lives and on the role architects 
play in every facet of our culture. 


A The effort to revitalize Boston’s City Hall Plaza 
recently began anew when Mayor Tom Menino 
created a new task force to focus on the redesign of 
the Plaza. Leers Weinzapfel Associates’ principal 
Jane Weinzapfel FAIA has agreed to serve as the 
BSA representative on the new task force. 


A K-12 Educational Facilities Committee co-chair 
John Miller FAIA recently provided the Board with 
a comprehensive update on the state of public- 
school construction in Massachusetts, noting par- 
ticularly the growing problems for public schools 
trying to address consistent construction problems. 
Miller noted efforts to develop a post-construction 
audit process to assess the design and construction 
of all public schools in an effort to improve the 
quality and reduce the cost of such construction. 


A Each month the Board invites the chair or chairs of 
a BSA committee/task force/network to describe 
the current work and issues being addressed. In 
recent months, Public-Sector Architects Committee 
co-chairs Diane Georgopulos AIA and St. John 
Smith AIA and Historic Resources Committee co- 
chairs Henry Moss AIA, Matt Bronski PE., and 
Sara Wermeil each provided the Board with com- 
prehensive (and often challenging) overviews of the 
history and current work of each group. Among 
other things, Georgopulos noted the need for the 
BSA to provide significantly enriched career and 
professional development services for the large 
number of architects who staff public agencies 
at the local and state levels. Moss and his colleagues 
described the advocacy efforts of their committee 
and also noted that it had spun off a strong local 
chapter of DOCOMOMO, the international 
organization seeking to preserve significant work of 
the Modern movement. 


A Tom Fisher FAIA, dean of the school of architec- 
ture at the University of Minnesota, recently made 
a presentation to the national AIA Board of 
Directors on the need to rethink the relationship 


between architecture schools and practitioners. 
A transcript of Fisher's presentation sparked a 
recent discussion of these issues at one of our 
Board meetings; it served as a reminder of the close 
relationship educators and practitioners enjoy in 
Boston but also underscored the need to expand 
these intellectual and practical connections. 


A The BSA has created a relationship with Tremont 
Credit Union, the result of a significant amount of 
work by BSA Finance Committee members Deb 
Mahoney of Koetter, Kim & Associates and Tim 
Grobleski of Symmes Manni & McKee. This valu- 
able new service for BSA members and our families 
and colleagues is described elsewhere in this issue of 
the ChapterLetter. 


A The continuing and persuasive effort to elevate 
design issues in the discussion of the future use of 
the post-BigDig land, a discussion led over the 
last two years by Robert Brown IIDA, AIA and 
Marc Margulies AIA, has been extremely successful 
and includes a special BSA-hosted public presenta- 
tion this month on the design proposals for three 
of the Artery parcels. (See the story on p. 1.) 


A The trend toward specialization in our profes- 
sion has been the topic of several recent Board dis- 
cussions. Recently, we focused on a white paper 
developed by Tom Payette FAIA, Chuck Redmon 
FAIA and other local leaders focusing on the 
potential danger of converting archtiectural gener- 
alists into niche specialists through the creation of 
new organizations, new examinations, new certifi- 
cation processes, etc. The debate continues locally 
and nationally as the BSA seeks to identify ways 
the AIA can provide the kinds of services for archi- 
tects that would make such specialization either 
unncessary or would re-focus efforts of those in 
favor of specialization on continuing education and 
the development of knowledge in the profession.
